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CANTATA 

J.  S.  Bach,  probably  the  most 
complete  musician  who  ever  lived,  was 
also  one  of  the  most  prolific  com- 
posers of  all  fame.  During  the  last 
third  of  his  life,  his  work  centered 
around  the  Church  of  St.  Thomas  in 
Leipzig.  In  addition  to  his  duties 
as  Cantor  of  the  St.  Thomas  Choir 
School,  as  Organist  of  the  Church  and 
as  director  of  the  Leipzig  Collegium 
Musicum.  Bach  had  also  the  responsi- 
bility for  the  composition  of  much  of 
the  service  music  at  St.  Thomas.  Many 
of  the  great  Preludes  and  Fugues  for 
organ,  the  St.  Mathew  Passion,  and  the 
B  Minor  Mass  date  from  this  period.  He 
composed  some  500  cantatas  for  the 
Church  Year;  of  this  number  approxi- 
mately 250  are  extant.   It  is  a  tribute 
to  his  monumental  genius  that  all  of 
his  works  are  artistically  flawless. 

On  the  Fourth  Sunday  in  Advent, 
December  20th,  the  Senior  Choir  .will 
present  at  both  morning  services  the 
Bach  Cantata  No.  67,  and  Advent  cantata 
entitled  "Come,  Redeemer  of  Our  Race'.' 
Soloists  for  the  work  will  be  Sally 
Lawrence,  David  Charlesworth  and 
E.  C.  Jolliff. 


The  season  will  open  with  the 
FAMILY  SERVICE  and  PAGEANT  at  4:00  p.  m. 
on  CHRISTMAS  EVE.   A  revised  pageant  is 
being  prepared  by  Mrs.  William  Bowman 
and  Mrs.  William  M.  Mebane,  which  will 
help  to  set  the  pace  for  our  children 
to  grasp  the  deeper  meaning  of  Christmas. 
The  children  will  be  asked  to  present 
gifts,  marked  with  the  sex  and  age  of  the 
child  for  which  it  is  intended,  at  the 
pageant  as  a  symbolic  birthday  present 
to  the  Christ  Child.  These  gifts  will 
be  distributed  through  Saint  Matthias 
Episcopal  Church  here  in  Asheville  to 
the  needy  children. 

CHRISTMAS  EVE  at  11:15  and  CHRISTMAS 
MORNING  at  11:00  we  will  have  identical 
Festival  Celebrations  of  the  Holy 
Communion.  It  is  hoped  that  at  the 
morning  service,  families  will  come  with 
the  children;  there  will  be  baby  sitting 
service  for  pre-school  aged  children 
during  this  service.

BISHOP'S  VISITATION 

During  his  annual  Visitation  to 
our  Parish,  Bishop  Henry  complimented 
All  Souls  on  its  contribution  to  the 
support  of  the  Diocese  pointing  out  that 
due  to  the  increase  in  our  1964  pledge 
it  has  been  possible  to  pay  his  salary 
in  toto.

FAR  AMD  NEAR 

The  Anglican  Congress  which  met 
in  Toronto  in  1963  gave  great  emphasis 
to  our  Mutual  Responsibility  within  the 
churches  of  the  Anglican  Communion.   One 
area  in  which  we  can  progress  in  this 
mutual  sharing  is  through  coming  to  a 
deeper  knowledge  of  our  sister  churches; 
by  including  sister  churches  beyond  our 
Diocese  within  our  prayers.  Our  Nation- 
al Church  has  taken  account  of  this  in 
the  publication  of  a  new  booklet  "Far 
and  Near1',  designed  to  be  a  companion 
to  "Forward  Day  By  Day".   "Far  and  Mear" 
combines  a  calendar  of  daily  Bible 
readings  with  an  Anglican-wide  calendar 
of  prayer;  a  commentary  for  daily 
private  devotions;  and  factual  infor- 
mation on  the  dioceses  of  the  Anglican 
Communion.   It  is  to  be  published  on 
a  bi-monthly  basis  beginning  on  January 
First.  It  is  hoped  that  it  may  be  an 
instrument  of  relationship  and  involve- 
ment, as  we  seek  to  find  God's  guidance 
in  making  His  way  kno;m  among  those 
near  at  hand  and  those  in  far  off 
places. 


Prior  to  the  first  of  January, 
twenty-five  of  these  booklets  will  be 
placed  on  the  literature  table  -at  the 
rear  of  the  Church.   If  the  demands 
exceed  the  supply,  we  shall  be  happy 
to  order  more.

Minutes  of  the  Vestry  Meeting  Contd. 

There  followed  the  introduction  of  the  1965  budget  and  it  was  announced  that  our 
income  will  be  approximately  the  same  as  it  was  in  1964=  The  first  item  discussed 
on  the  budget  was  that  of  the  amount  of  money  to  be  sent  by  All  Souls  to  the  Diocese 
of  Western  North  Carolina  for  work  outside  the  Parish.  Every  member  of  The  Vestry 
had  something  to  say  concerning  this  item.  There  were  somewho  supported  an  in- 
crease over  the  amount  given  last  year  of  $13,000.00  and  there  were  some  who  wanted 
this  amount  to  be  lowered.  Mr.  Pomeroy,,  Every  Member  Canvass  Chairman,  made  the 
statement  that  he  thought  our  Diocese  pledge  should  be  based  on  our  Church's  own 
financial  statement.   If  the  amount  of  our  revenue  goes  up  then  our  Diocesan  pledge 
should  go  up.   But  this  year  since  the  revenue  is  more/less  the  same  as  last,  he 
stated  he  felt  we  should  not  drop  back,  but  at  least  keep  same  Diocesan  pledge. 
Other  general  beliefs  were  that  since  we  have  a  need  for  money  to  fix  up  our 
church  both  in  maintenance  and  buildings  that  we  should  cut  down  on  the  money  sent 
out  of  the  Parish.   It  was  also  pointed  out  that  the  Diocese  needed  all  the  help 
it  can  get,  that  the  raising  of  our  pledge  last  year  was  an  inspiration  to  other 
churches,  and  if  we  withdraw  our  support  this  would  undoubtedly  effect  the  Diocese 
quite  a  bit.   As  Mr.  Zabriskie  pointed  out  the  Christian  way  is  to  give.  Mr.  Cory 
moved  that  we  raise  our  Diocesan  pledge  from  $13,000  to  $14,000  during  1965.  Mr. 
Waddell  seconded.  The  motion  was  put  to  a  vote  and  was  defeated.  Mr.  Pcmeroy  then 
made  the  motion  that  the  amount  of  the  Diocesan  pledge  remain  $13,000  -  the  same  as 
last  year.  Dr.  Gerdes  seconded  and  this  motion  was  carried. 

Mr.  Harrill  requested  that  it  be  mentioned  in  the  minutes  that  he  was  acidly  and 
bitterly  opposed  to  any  amount  over  $7,000  and  to  both  of  the  above  mentioned 
motions.  Mr.  Harrill  then  moved  that  the  minutes  of  this  Vestry  Meeting,  only,  be 
published  in  the  next  Newsletter.  This  was  seconded  by  Dr.  Gerdes  and  after 
general  discussion  was  carried. 

The  next  budget  item  that  came  under  discussion  was  that  of  the  proposed  $1200.00 
expenditure  to  reinstate  the  weekly  "Leaflet  Bulletin1'.  Mr.  Waddell  made  the 
motion  that  this  item  be  approved.  Mr.  Harvey  seconded  and  it  was  carried.   The 
next  item  discussed  was  in  regard  to  keeping  the  expenditure  of  $4,000  for  the 
Christian  Education  Director  or  if  it  should  be  cut  to  $1200.00,  since  this  is  the 
current  expenditure.  After  much  discussion  it  was  felt  that  perhaps  to  cut  it  to 
$1200  would  be  cutting  it  too  much.  However,  Mr.  Waddell  proposed  and  Mr.  Harvey 
seconded  that  the  amount  be  cut  to  $1200,  Before  this  motion  was  voted  on,  a 
substitute  motion  was  made  by  Mr.  Pomeroy  and  seconded  by  Mr.  Baumann  lowering  the 
figure  to  $3,000  and  this  motion  was  carried.  Mr.  Harrill  opposed. 

The  next  discussion  was  that  of  the  Properties  Budget,  covering  needed  repairs  and 
maintenance  which  can  no  longer  be  deferred.  Although  this  totals  over  $2£Lr0_0_Q  it 
was  felt  that  we  could  get  along  on  from  $15., 000  to  $18J300.  _  There  was  a  discus- 
sion as  to  whether  we  ought  to  raise  the  money  from  the  Parish  or  whether  we  should 
borrow  the  money.  There  was  feeling  on  both  sides  of  this.  Mr.  Meade  suggested 
that  perhaps  the  Women  of  All  Souls  would  consider  this  item  and  Mrs.  Betty  stated 
that  she  would  be  glad  to  bring  it  to  their  attention  ,   In  general  it  was  felt  that 
to  borrow  the  money  would  be  the  best  idea  and  Mr.  Pomeroy  made  the  motion  that  we 
include  J2J00Q^Q0_ in  the  budget_  to  pay  a  yearly  amount  of  interest  and  principal 
agajnetr- this  suggested  loan.  Dr.  Gerdes  seconded  ancT~it  was  carried! 

Mr.  Zabriskie  most  reluctantly  left  the  room  and  after  a  short  discussion  it  was 
voted  that  his  salary  be  increased  10$  in  1965  over  what  it  was  in  1964.  This 
motion  was  made  by  Mr.  Cole  and  seconded  by  Mr.  Lynch.  Mr.  Harrill  opposed.  At 
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At  this  point  Mr.  Harvey  made  the  motion  with  Dr.  Gerdes  seconding  that  the  over- 
all budget  be  approved  with  changes  as  noted  above.  This  was  carried  with  Mr. 
Harrill  opposing. 

Mr.  Cory  made  the  motion  which  Mr.  Waddell  seconded  that  the  Organist's  salary  be 
increased  5%   over  what  it  was  last  year.  This  motion  was  carried. 

These  above  minutes  were  approved,  subject  to  check  by  the  Senior  Warden,  so  that 
they  could  be  included  in  the  "Newsletter"  next  week.  There  being  no  further 
business  the  meeting  was  adjourned  at  4:45  P.  M.

3.  Take  up  Mr.  Philip  H.  Frohman's  suggestion  that  drawings  of  present 
buildings  and  our  needs  be  sent  to  him  by  mail  and  that  for  $12.00 
per  hour  he  would  make  some  general  proposals  for  the  long  range 
development  of  the  enlargement  of  the  All  Souls  buildings.

4.  Continue  to  seek  week  day  additional  uses  of  our  Sunday  School 
buildings.     The  Music  School  is  an  excellent  beginning.     Serious 
consideration  should  be  given  to  a  "pre-school  kindergarten."
